A University student physicist said he believed it to bo a met¬ 
eor, and described it as having agreenish blue glow of about the 
same brightness as the moon which was then rising , it did not ap¬ 
pear to br ■'ak up. and the smoke trail began to drift under the in- 
fluenece of the winds. 

The scattering of the suns light by the trail was the reason 
.vhy people had seen the smoke cloud distictly against the twilight 
s}^.

The letter A. depicts the Old Ifcn or Chiefs of the tribes who 
are before him * We could not ascertain why only four in view of 
the tribes gathered* being seven but this may have meant four 
tribos being present but placed in that foriih-tion* 

The latter C. depicts an object circular and of spiral 
fashion* but I cbuld not get ay inforiiant to talk on this ,, he 
would not speak of it* 

The whole are is a gathering place for tribc-s even today 
or until the whitieman removed tliam away from the nearby Rocket 
area. It si plastered with numerous rock carviisgs. and is a water 
hole for the tribes in an alooost waterless area. 

I was told there were others up another valley which time 
did not permit me to see. perhaps these too would convey further 
meanings .from the far dim past of the znen who lived here before 
the whit*^ man a.

Th? aboriginals say Hiat long ago , vho aro in j^hich. Mioy liv^ 

Lako Syro , tha* th"! rtholo area ivas apl'asant one , under a GEIEEIT 
sk^', ( no*,? not a blue one ) which was supported by three great 
trees . There was fresh water in abundance , with nuunrous gajoe. 
and flaay peO' le lived in happiness and plenty. 

( It is to be noted that in contrast ep ehis ar^'a so described 
that now it is a very barren al/mst desert- like area, in which only 
the least animl or vegetable life exists and wat-er is a scarcity.) 

The legend continues that all «;ould have-been well had not 
it bee for ehe ” Sons of God " who wore sky dwellers, who- ca/ee down 
to earth ana took liberties with the daughters-of mn . against whom 
the ej,rth dwellers liad no capable weapons of attack . 

The natives believd that these visitors camo down to oarth 
via these thre-e greattro'^s . so thej'- cut &hem dowii to stop them. 

ethers say that these men came down to -earth via tne troes 
but that they the visitors cut them down so that thoj' could not ro- 
turxi to hoaven but whoever was tho cause , it brought about a 
disast-er of a dual nature , in that the visitors lost their sup-er- 
natural powers , which gavo ehe natives an opening for attack 
which they seized upon and prevailed upon th-e intruders , who were 
driven back into the lakes « 

Bub even here th-ey became a menace , for the wo/icn and the 
children began to disappear when seokirjg water there. 

But the great-er disaster of two was that, when tUc trees 
were hewn down , they left groat gaps in the sky , which increased 
and left a st-eel gr'-y canopy , across which a burning sun passed 
each day . 

Vegetation decreased , the water of the lakes receded, and 
game died of starvation • The xnen kept n-ear to the drying: up v/aters 
and finally succuuted to the drought unbil only a few were left/. 

Such is the legend, but it has so nanj’- similarities to old 
sacred writings . ev-en the Bible account of th" sons of God vvho 
cairn; to -earth . also the cosmic fact of the sky being differflnt to 
that which followed speaks of some cosmic upset to change the 
-appearance of it from a green to that of st-eel with a burning sun 
moving across it . 

Does this not remind of the other native writings v/hich 
speak of a time when the sun and the moon was not in the sly but 
shined through a haze . 

Th<|se all were attempts to descibe the condition of the 
c.arth before the "^lood " when the last circle of ice or water 
fell onto -earth and no longer was it a veritable natural hot house
